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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendment to claim 10 would require further search and/or consideration on the part of the 
Examiner. Specifically, instant claim 10 recites a thermosetting binding agent and 1-15% wt. of fatty acid amides. Previously rejected 
claim 14 recited that the binding agent is in a methanol solution. As such, it is the position of the Examiner that instant claim 10 does raise 
new issues and is not a combination of previous claim 10 and 14. Applicant's recitation of a methanol solution pertains to the fatty acid 
formula rather than the thermosetting binding agent.
